VARIETIES OP PEACHES. 

One of the great proUoms which peach growers have to consider 
is involved in the qu*etion, which is «§ked with great frequency, 
"What varieties shall I plants" Success or failnro, financially, is 
often determined by the way in which the question is answered. It 
hftB<lo be answered by some one in the development of every orchard. 
There is usually a chance for the exercise of individual choice within 
certain limits and the selection of favorite variotioa, if there are any. 
The mvironijlient must be considered in the reisstion of its many 
factoi-9 to the behavior of the varieties, the marktit conditions that 
must bo met, and transportation facilities. 

In many cases, th« se(][uence of ripeniiig is of verygre&t importance 
and presents one of the most difficult problems to adjust satisfac- 
torily. If a grower whose entire cut erprise is the produ c tion of peaches 
wishes to ahip fruit throughout the longest possible period, it is essen- 
tial that his varieties be so selected that they wiU give him a con- 
tinuous supply of fruit. Othei-wise, there will be periods when his 
crew will have to he idl« on account of breaks in the sequence of 
ripening; or it may be that at somo poriods he will have moro varie- 
ties ripening at the same time than he can handle with the crew 
which is adoquftto for the greater portion of the crop. Either extreme 
presents a serious economic condition in the management of the orch- 
ard. To handle the crop satisfactorily and economically, a continu- 
ous and uniform supply of fruit is essential. 

"Wliilc the matter of the adaptability of varieties to different con- 
ditions calls for much consideration, it is usually a factor that is less

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acuto than it is with many other fruits. In other words, there are 
doubtless a good many more varieties of peaches that will develop 
to a good degree of perfection under a wider range of conditions than 
ia tru« of many of our oth#r kinds of fruits. But the selection of 
varieties for growing in different sections that will ripen at a time 
when tho markets are not overstockod is tho real problem in this 
connection. Some distriets owe their prominence and importance 
as peach-growing centers largely to the fact that some of the best 
market varieties ripen in those districts at times when they usually 
bring exceptionally large prices, because at those timss relatively 
littlo fruit is being marketed from other districts. 

In tho further extension of tho peach industry, the selecting of 
locations with reference to this factor is likely to contribute more to 
tho fmancial success of the enterprise than the more choosing of varie- 
ties that do well, but without regard to the time when they ripen in 
comparison with tho peach season of other districts. 

Thus, a poach grower in Now Jersey may laiow that the Greensboro 
peach does well under his conditions, but that he can not market it 
to advantago when there is a good crop of Elberta pea&heB in Georgia, 
though it is profitable in seasons of light crops in Georgia. Similarly 
tho Salway poach was formerly a profitable variety to grow in some 
parts of California, but in c&rtain sections of that State it c»n not 
now compete to advantage with the Elberta peach from Colorado. 
Accordingly, the Salway peach is not found in many of the younger 
orchards in certain districts of California in which it was formerly a 
variety of considerable prominence. 

From tlie foregoing statements the difiieulty incident to the mak- 
ing of suggestions for tho guidance of prospective peach planters in 
selecting varieties becomes apparent. Tho prospective peach planter 
can probably find a better guide as to varieties in the results obtained 
by experienced growers than by using any other source of informatioiL 

For the purpose of assembling information concerning the distri- 
bution of different varieties in different regions, approximate ripening 
periods, etc., a lar^o number of growers in many representative dis- 
tricts throughout the country wore requested to advise the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as to the varieties of peaches that had proved 
to be tho most desirable to grow either for commercial purposes or for 
home use under their respective conditions; also to give as nearly 
as possible tho average date whon the ripening season begins of each 
variety which they might name. A largo number of responses were 
made lo this requoBt, and the information thus snpphcd ia compiled 
below. 

Tlio data are an*anged alphabetically by States, and under ssch 
Stat« th« varieties are grouped by counties. Tho gtacral location oi 
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eaeh county or group of countieB witiiin the difEcrent Stfefcea is ako 
imUcated. The varieties «re placed in each list approximately in the 
order of ripening. 

In making use ot theee data the reader must observe certain cau- 
tions to avoid being misled. Attention is directed to the following 
items: 

(X) The variety lists are only Hiiggestive as to deisirabl© sorts to plant in the different 
sections. 

(2) The sequence of ripening aa indicated by the order of arrangement of tho varie- 
ties in tho different lists is only aj>proximate. 

(3) The dates of ripening aa given for the different varieties are only approximate. 
In some instances, where conditions vary widely within the counties grouped together, 
the ripening dates of a variety mil be found to differ greatly iu different orchards. 

(4) The mention of a county in the following lists must not be construed as evidence 
that the conditions therein are necftgiierily favorable to the development of a profitahl« 
peach industry. The data r*garding variety distribution and ripening may be useful, 
neverthelesB. 

(5) On the other hand, there are many localities in counties not named in any of 
the lists which are admirably adapted to peach growing. No attempt has been made 
to fumialv a complete inventory of the counties in -vfhlch peach culture is successful; 
therefore the omission of the names of counties in this connection is absolutely with- 
out significance bo far as their adaptability to peach growing is concerned. 

If the reader observes these cautions and regards the varietal data 
as a means of helping him to reach wiso conclusions and not as fully 
considered and definitely stated facts, it is believed that this aaeem- 
blago of variety lists will bo of some value.

•EOWING PEACHES: TAKIBTIBS ANP CLASSIFICATION. H 
COMMENTS ON TWm «@.«JiKM>IN@ l^TS Of VAKMnOBg. 

As already stated, the foregoing Ikte are niado up in nearly every 
caeo of varieties mentioned by growls in response to a request sent 
thorn from tho Pepartment of Agriculture to nam© tbe sorts which 
were considered the most satisfactory under tbelr respeetivo condi- 
tions. They represent practically the entire portion of the country 
where peaches aro grown at all, including many sections in which 
this fruit is not a commercial product. 

SoToral interesting observations are suggested by these lists. The 
comparatiYely small number of varieties which compose them is 
noticeable. The remarkably wide distribution of a cijraiderable num- 
ber of varieties, as is shown by the largo proportion of the lists in 
which certain sorts occur, will at once appeal to tboae who are 
studying varietal adaptability. 

Tho fact is striking that in response to a request for the names of 
the most satisfactory varieties, growers all over the country reported, 
witk but few exceptions, only the older and thoroughly tested sorts; 
and, conversely, the almost entiro absence from these lists of recently 
introduced varieties stands out conspicuously to those who are 
familiar with peach nomcnclfttiire. 

This omission of the newer sorts does not mean that tbey are not 
being planted, but it probably does indicate that growers generally 
are not yet satisfied that the recently introduced varieties are supe- 
rior to those with which they aro already familiar. Perhaps it may 
suggest also tho desirability of greater familiarity on the part of 
peach growers with tho moro promising of tho newer sorts. Btit 
variety testing is expenave. Not many commercial peach growers 
have either tbe time or tbe inclination to take up this type of work. 
Yet the only way in which tho real value of a new variety can be 
determinod is to grow it. The fact that a variety is adapted to tbe 
conditions in one region proves little or nothing with regard to its 
value in another region, where the conditions are diffcrrait. In some 
of tho important peach-growing, districts, especially whore there are 
good cooperative fruit-growers' organizations, a community variety- 
test orchard might be a practicablo onterprise. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

In tho preeent connection, only a brief mention of peach classifi- 
cation can ho made. Probably tho first system that was worked out 
is the one proposed by Mr. Gilbert Onderdonk, of Texas, and pub- 
llihod by tho Department of Agriculture in 1SS7.^

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The hMm of elaaiMicstion is primarily regional, and the nftinoa 
applied to the classes or races largely represent the section of country 
in which the diiferent races originated or from which they were dis- 
Bemin&ted, Though several modifications of the "Onderdonk as- 
tern" of classification have heen proposed, it is the one which is most 
widely recognized at the present time. The five races of peaches in- 
dicated in this system »re (1) Pe«i-to, (2) South China, (3) Spanish, 
(4) Noith China, and (5) Persian. 

The significance of these diilerent races in the adaptability of 
varieties to the diflerent peach-growing districts of the country is 
indicated in the following comments. 

(1) Peen-io race. — The Poon-to race or group takes its name from 
the original variety, the Peen-to, which was introduced into this 
country in 1859 by the late P. J. Berckmans, of Augusta, Ga. With 
the exception of this member of the group, every variety which now 
belongs to it, according to Hurae, has originated in Florida.' 

These varieties are ossontially adapted to subtropical conditions 
and very largely comprise the peach industry of the extreme southern 
portion of the country. Other important v»ri«tiiie of this group arc 
the Augel, Bidwell Early Bidweil Late, Clara, Hall, Jewell, Maggie, 
Subor, and Waldo. 

(2) South CJdna race. — The South China race is perhaps now more 
commonly designated as the Honey group,' tho first variety of the 
group to be grown in tho United States having borne that name. 
With few exceptions, tho varieties which now compose this group 
have originated in Florida. Like the members of the Peen-to race, 
they are adapted to a subtropical climate, but their range of adapts 
ability extends farther north than that of the members of the Peen-to 
raco. They may be grown in central and northern Florida and 
in the southern parts of Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
and Texas. Some of the more important varieties are the Climax, 
Colon, Florida Gem, Imperial, Pallas, Taher, and Triaiia. 

(3) Sjianish race. -The Spanish race was so designated by Mr. 
Onderdonk in his classification bocatise ho vrsm unable to trace it 
with certainty farther back than Spain. Tho varieties that com- 
prise this list, like those of the two races already discussed, are 
atlapted to southern latitud'se, but their range of adaptability does 
not extend as far south as does that of tho members of those races. 
It does, however, reach somewhat farther north, as indicated hy 
Onderdonk and others. Some of the vSiri»ti«s of this group as giv&n 
l>y Price aro the Cabler, Druid, Galveston, Guadalupe, La Reine, 
Onderdonk, Texas, and Victoria.

- (4) North Cliina race. — -Bteauso of tho fact that tlie Chineso Cling 
variety of pcacli "was the progenitor of the North China race ux the 
United StatoSj Powell ' has suggested, with consistency, tho term 
""Chinese CUng group" in. place of the one originally used as the 
name of tho race. 

This group hag assumed groat importance because of the wide 
range of adaptability and great commercial importance of some of 
the varieties which are commonly designated as belonging to it. 
Tho trees of this group are generally hardy, vigorous, and spreading 
in habit of growth. 

Chandler,* of the Missouri experiment station, has called atten- 
tion to tho fact that, as a rule, tho varieties of this group are among 
the "slowost to finish their resting period." 

Some of the most important varieties of this groxip are tlio Belle, 
Carman, Connct, Elberta, Family Favorite, Greensboro, Hiley, Leo, 
Lola, Mamia Ross, Ray, Rivers, Superb, Thurber, and WaddcU. 

It should be stated that several of these varieties, including the 
Elborta, are undoubtedly crosses between some member of the 
Chinese Cling group and one belonging to the Persian or some other 
group. In some particulars they resemble tho latter par&nt. For 
instance, the Elberta is mentioned by Chandler as being an «xcep- 
tion to tho general rule that varieties of this group are slow in finish- 
ing their resting period. Tho fact that tho Elberta starts quickly 
and is "tender in bud" is widely recognized. It is a seedling of 
the Chinese Cling crossed by a Persian variety — ^probably the Early 
Crawford. 

(5) Persian race. — As tho result of his investigations of the Per- 
sian race, Mf. Onderdonk concluded that — 

The race includes all varieties Bpringing from the importation from Persia to Italy 
during the reign of the Emperor Claudiua, which was introduced into Gr^t Britain 
aibout 1550 »nd to the American colonies about 16S0. 

These varieties, as a rule, blossom relatively late. Many of them 
are grown extensively in tho northern peach districts, as well as in 
middle latitudes. Some of tho important varieties placed by Price 
in this group are the Crothcrs, Foster, Heath, Gold Drop, Late 
Crawford, Lemon Cling, Mountain Rose, Oldmixon Free, Reeves, 
Salway, Walker, and St. John.
